HENK ON SUING THE POLICE: 

“In Holland they planned to 
ban cops from getting tattoos, 
so I called up the newspapers 
and was like, ‘If this is going 
to happen I'm going to sue the 
Dutch government, I’ll get them 
in fucking court no matter how 
long it takes'. Tattoos are a form 
of non-verbal communication, 
which makes them part of the 
Freedom Of Expression Act, and 
that's one of our amendments - 
that’s who we are.” 

HENK ON SHIT TATTOOS: 
“There’s this motherfucker in 
Florida who's a Nazi who had 
‘Hi Hitler' tattooed on his chest 
because he thought in Nazi 
Germany everyone walked 
around saying, ‘Hi Hitler’. And 
I saw a guy with a huge pussy 
across his belly and chest -1 
thought that was cool as a 
statement, but you've got to live 
with the tattoo for the rest of 
your life so you’ve got to have 
the balls to do it.”

For me it's perfect, cos I 
was a fan before it happened and 
when they said they wanted me 
to be the face of the colab, it was a 
no-brainer. My involvement was 
pretty important, from choosing 
what jean to use to the names we 
called the product. Now we have this 
product that we’re going to unveil to 
the world and I’m excited. People 
are going to be flippin’ their wigs. 
WHAT WERE THE IMPORTANT 
THINGS YOU WANTED INCLUDED 
IN THE CLOTHES? 

Being a skateboarder, you have to 
deal with all types of environments 
and climates. I’ve been in the most 
disgusting heat and the coldest 
places ever, and for me it’s important 
to make sure I feel comfortable in my 
clothes wherever I am. If you’re not 
comfortable, then your performance 
will be that much less. For example,

THERE’S A COLAB COMMERCIAL 
OUT NOW AS WELL. HOW WAS IT? 

It was a lot of fun and really 
spontaneous. The locations were 
all in San Francisco cos that’s where 
Levi’s is based. It’s one of the most 
beautiful cities in the world and 
an important skate location.

SETH! MARK! HI! TELL US ABOUT TED. 

Mark Wahlberg: Ted’s a rock star, man. 

He’s a pot-smoking, coke-sniffing, hooker¬ 
banging teddy bear who gets my character, 
John, into a lot of trouble. John made a 
Christmas wish when he was seven years 
old and his teddy bear came to life and 
became his best friend. Cut to 28 years 
later, and Ted is still hanging around. 

Seth MacFarlane: So he’s this 35-year-old 
guy who’s still got this bear - it's now 
beaten all to shit, it’s just a mess, and 
a burden on him and his relationship 
with the lovely Mila Kunis, so the film 
is essentially a love triangle about three 
individuals, one of whom happens to be 
a talking teddy bear. 

MARK, HOW DID YOU GET INVOLVED? 
WERE YOU A FAMILY GUY FAN? 

MW: I'd never seen the show before, but 
Seth and I have the same agent, Ari, the 


inspiration for the Entourage character, 
and he sent me the script. Then he sent 
me a couple of DVDs of Family Guy and 
I'm like, “Oh, it’s a cartoon - I'll get my kids 
and they can watch it with me.” Seriously. 
So I sat down with my two eldest kids, my 
daughter and my son, who were six and 
four at the time, and we’re watching the 
150th episode where Stewie gets locked in 
the vault with the dog, and the next thing 
I know, the dog's eating poop out of a 
diaper and drinking liquor and the kid's 
got a gun out, and I'm like, “I'm dying!” 

My kids and I are laughing so hard my 
wife comes running in the room to find 
out what’s going on and she immediately 
shuts the TV off and yells at me, saying 
how inappropriate it was. I just thought 
they were cartoons, I didn’t know what 
the hell was going on! And I guess 
everyone else had passed on the part... 


HOW DIFFICULT WAS YOUR FIGHT SCENE 
WITH TED THE CGI TEDDY BEAR? 

MW: I felt ridiculous, flopping around in 
a room fighting myself for two days. But 
everybody loves that scene. 

SM: The whole joke of it was that we 
wanted to play it as realistically as possible. 
We wanted it to feel like a fist-fight in 
The Bourne Identity, except one of the 
characters happens to be a teddy bear. 

I think we pulled that off. Mark just sold 
it, 150 per cent. Even without the bear in 
there, when you look at that raw footage 
with the sound effects and him getting 
the shit kicked out of him by this invisible 
adversary, it actually still kind of works. 
Hopefully, we made it painfully realistic. 
WE’D QUITE LIKE TO SEE THE FOOTAGE 
WITHOUT THE BEAR, MARK JUST 
PUNCHING HIMSELF... 

MW: Oh yeah, it's a lot of fun. 











IN BOTH TED AND FAMILY GUY, 

THE CLASH BETWEEN YOUTH AND 
ADULTHOOD IS A BIG THING. WHY 
IS THAT SO PREVALENT FOR YOU? 

SM: Adults acting like children and children 
acting like adults is generally a pretty 
reliable comic device. In Family Guy you 
have Stewie, who is a baby that acts like 
an adult, and Peter, who's a man that 
acts like a child. This movie is a bit more 
textured and has a lot more shades to 
it, but in terms of the dynamic, we’re 
essentially playing the teddy bear as 
the physical manifestation - in a 
symbolic or literal way - of 
John’s inability to grow up 
and get on with his life. 

MARK, WHAT DO YOU 
THINK IS UNIQUE OR 
SPECIAL ABOUT SETH’S 
HUMOUR? 

MW: Seth MacFarlane 
is the funniest 


motherfucker I’ve ever met. When I was 
watching Family Guy I thought, “Wow, 
he's getting away with that stuff in a 
cartoon." But now a feature film, rated 
R, it's as dark and twisted as any movie 
I've done. Seth MacFarlane is a crazy 
person, in the best sense of the word. 
He’s fantastic, and he's pushing a lot 
of boundaries with this movie. I®* 


YOU ALSO HAVE TO DO SOME SINGING 
AND DANCING, MARK? 

MW: I wasn't too excited about the singing 
and dancing. I hated it. I don’t mind singing 
in the shower or the car but man, if you 
thought my singing was bad in Boogie 
Nights, wait till you see this scene. 

SM: Everything he claims to have hated 
doing, he was flawless at and seemed 
incredibly relaxed, so he's a modest fella. 
YOU HAD TO SOUND ABSOLUTELY 
TERRIBLE AS WELL. 

MW: That’s not that hard to do. 

SETH, YOU’RE USED TO VARIOUS TV 
RESTRAINTS ON FAMILY GUY, BUT FOR 
THIS, YOU KNEW IT WOULD BE RATED R 
(15 IN THE UK). DID YOU STILL HAVE TO 
EXERCISE SOME CONTROL? 

SM: Yeah. You’re not dealing with the 
restrictions imposed by the FCC [Federal 
Communications Commission]. In a way, 
that does make it harder. You have to 
think about it, as opposed to just taking 
for granted that you’re not going to be 
able to do this. With a movie like this, 
most of it was language. There's no 
graphic sex or heavy drug use. It’s R for 
language. So, if that doesn’t bother you, 
you’re fine. The first cut had a lot more 
fucks, and we did cut that down because 
we found it was starting to eat into 
the sweetness of the story a bit. So, 
you do have to restrain yourself. 
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SO WHEN IT COMES TO OFFENSIVE 
HUMOUR, HOW DO YOU FIGURE 
OUT WHERE TO DRAW THE LINE? 

SM: In a movie like this, we adhere to the 
same rule that we do with the TV show, 
which is, if you're going to make fun of one 
group, you’ve gotta make fun of them all. 
The cliche is “equal opportunity offender.” 
In this movie, pretty much every religion, 
race and creed is poked fun at. 

MW: Everyone is fair game. 

SM: The systems that are in place, as far as 
screenings and audience testing, make it 
pretty clear what's over the line and what’s 
not. If something gets a gasp, eight times 
in a row, at eight separate screenings, you 
know it's probably got to go. If even your 
friends are telling you that it’s offensive, 
then they’re probably right. 

DID YOU RE-WRITE ANY OF TED’S 
DIALOGUE IN POST-PRODUCTION? 

SM: Yeah, we had a little bit of liberty to do 
new Ted lines in post, which was a luxury 
that we took advantage of. We would 
screen the movie and, if something didn’t 
work, we'd try a different line at the next 
screening. That's one of the good things 
about an animated character. 

WERE THE SPECIAL EFFECTS A DICK? 

SM: No, they were a surprisingly smooth 
part of the process. We tried a fairly new 
technique of doing it all live on set, to get 
an improvisational feel, and had two great 
studios that just knocked it out of the park. 


One of the great things was that Mark 
was so convincing sitting there on a couch 
looking at empty space and seeing this 
character there that when we finally put 
the bear in, it felt real. 

MW: It took a while getting used to, 
but once I got into the swing of things, I 
started being very comfortable with acting 
opposite a stuffed bear or a little stick with 
eyes. Also, Seth was acting with me: he was 
off on the side with all the shit on, doing 
motion capture, but improvising, playing 
around. Working with Seth, you never 
know what to expect, but it was a very 
pleasant experience. 

DID TED ALWAYS LOOK LIKE TED? HOW 
DID YOU DECIDE HOW HE WOULD LOOK? 

SM: I wanted to keep the bear's design very 
simple. There’s a style of 2D animation that 
The Simpsons and Family Guy employ; 
when Homer Simpson is being addressed 
and he’s just sitting there listening, it’s 
just a blank, wide-eyed stare. There’s 
something 100 times funnier about that, 
than if there were a series of Disneyesque, 
subtle reactions. Each audience member 
can imprint what they think is going on 
inside his head, based on their own bullshit, 
and I wanted to do the same thing with 
Ted. Oftentimes, CG characters are so 
humanlike that they come off kind of 
creepy looking. Have you ever seen Jack 
Frost, that movie with Michael Keaton, 
with that terrifying snowman? 


YEAH, IT’S FUCKING HORRIFYING. 

SM: That would be CG gone wrong. I 
wanted to keep Ted simple. His eyes are 
very blank. There’s a little expressiveness 
with the eyebrows, but it’s a pretty simple 
design and that was deliberate. I wanted to 
leave enough to the imagination so what 
that thought process is would be maybe a 
little different for each audience member. 
HAVING WORKED WITH MILA KUNIS 
FOR SO LONG ON FAMILY GUY, WAS 
IT STRANGE WORKING WITH HER 
IN LIVE-ACTION? 

SM: You bring in A-list actors to an 
animated show and it separates the men 
from the boys. Instantly, you see who is a 
pretty face and who actually has the chops. 
We’ve had plenty of A-list people come 
in and we’ve seen the Emperor's lack of 
clothes. For all these years, we’ve thrown 
a lot of very, very subtle comedy at Mila, 
for the role of Meg, and you’re not seeing 
her lovely face, you’re hearing her voice. 

All you’re getting is her ability, and it's 
tremendous, and she's getting laughs and 
has been for 10 years. That’s worth noting. 
FINALLY, WHAT CAN WE LEARN FROM 
THE MOVIE TED? 

MW: If you want to smoke pot and drink 
beers, do it on the weekend. During the 
week, eat healthy and exercise. 

DUDE, WE DIDN’T GET THAT AT ALL... 
MW: Well, go and see it again. You were so 
wasted, you probably missed some jokes. 
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Seth woke up late and 
missed boarding the 
flight that was flown 
into the North Tower of 
the World Trade Centre. 

Seth’s got two for his 
work on Family Guy: 
one for voicing Stewie 
and one for outstanding 
music and lyrics. 

For a while, Seth went 
out with Eliza Dushku 
from Buffy The Vampire 
Slayer and supernatural 
drama Tru Calling. 

To the best of our 
knowledge, Seth 
MacFarlane has not 
got a Bob Marley tattoo.

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Bad Brains were for several years 
known as homophobic, after a 
dispute on tour in 1982 as well as 
their track Don’t Blow Bubbles, 
which suggested AIDS was God’s 
cure for homosexuality. It wasn’t 
long after this, however, that the 
band realised the error of their ways. 
“We were over-zealous in our views 
about homosexuality,” Darryl Jenifer 
admitted, “due to our 
ignorance, and the fact 
that we hadn't matured 
to a certain level. 

When you’re young 
and just discovering 
Rastafarianism, just 
like in Christianity, 
homosexuality isn’t 
accepted, so that’s what you see. But 
if you still continue to study and 
mature you'll find other texts that 
say, ‘Love all God’s creatures’.

In the end, they decided upon Living 
Colour, but Prince has been seen in 
the mosh pits of H.R.’s solo gigs, with 
his security guards of course. Even 
Madonna loves H.R. and Bad Brains. 
She offered them a fortune to reform 
the original line-up and release an 
album on her Maverick label. They 
agreed and made the captivating, 
but weird, God Of Love album. 

9 THE BEASTIE 
BOYSWODLD

Everyone knows the Beastie 
Boys love punk as much 
as hip-hop. Perhaps their prime 
influence in a punk sense was Bad 
Brains. Talking about Brains bassist 
Darryl Jenifer, the late great Adam 
Yauch (Beastie Boys’ MCA) said, “He’s 
the musician who most influenced 
my playing. If you listen to our 
hardcore tracks you can hear his 
influence. I’ve seen them play, like, 
50 times. I climb up on something 
where I can get a good view of 
Jenifer’s hands. Hardcore is the most 
important shit to me because it's 
pure expression.” Yauch asked them 
to record some “old school shit” in 
2007.

] You can call him H.R. In high school he was 
known as Huntin’ Rod but he is also known as Ras 
Hailu Gabriel Joseph I. His friends call him Joe or H. At 
a young age he took so much LSD it addled his brain.

and the reluctant ones who 
ultimately realise they have £ 

a duty to stomp the shit out Jr 
of people. Batman exercises Jr 
huge self-restraint not to kill m 
criminals, but just drag 'em m j 
to a prison they’ll fucking f | 
break right out of again. 

Bruce Banner does his best 
to control his Hulk powers i 
and not beat the shit out of % J 
everyone, but sometimes, It 
goddamnit, there's nothing \ 
else for it but to get fucking 
livid and SMASH SHIT UP. 


© If all 

superheroes 
fought with 
guns, comics 
would be 
a lot shorter, everyone 
would be dead and you’d 
be fucking sick of seeing 
the word “BANG” printed 
a hundred times an issue. 
Other weapons are way more 
interesting. The Teenage 
Mutant Ninja Turtles have 
cool shit like nunchuka, sai 
and big wooden sticks. Then 
there’s Hawkeye and Green 
Arrow with their archery 
badassedness, Green Lantern’s 
ring-based magic, Gambit’s 
playing-card ninja-stars... 
Guns are DULL, yo! 


Being a superhero can be an antisocial 
job - it’s hard to spend a lot of time 
with your friends when you spend 
your nights on rooftops and your days 
punching planet-eating clouds 
into the sun. That’s where 
pets come in. Superman has 
a canine pal, Krypto, who is 
cleverer than most people. 

Butcher from The Boys has 
a large-testicled slobbering 
bulldog named Terror who 
will shag anything he’s told 
to (“Terror? Fuck it, mate!”). 

And in Alan Moore’s awesome 
series Top Ten, the police chief 
is a dachshund in a human robot \ 
body and Hawaiian shirt. \ 
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We’ve all had 
those days where 
you wake up in 
a great mood, 
then everything 
that can possibly go shitty goes 
shitty, and by nightfall you're 
a trembling ball of sick rage. 
When it comes to fucking up 
your life, a day’s a long time. 
Even if nothing happens that 


physically transforms you into 
a monster or whatever (see 
Science Is Fucked Up), you can 
witness things that transform 
your outlook and attitudes, 
turning you from a normal 
dude to a giant fuck-up. 

Take Frank Castle. He was a 
normal enough guy until his 
wife and kid were killed by the 
mob for witnessing a murder. 


After that, he was a giant 
pissed-off killing machine, 
taking huge joy in butchering 
criminal after criminal. 

Lots of X-Men have done 
heel/face turns, with former 
arch-enemies later budding 
up, often because someone’s 
possessed someone else and 
shit like that. It’s emotionally 
complicated being a mutant. 


Where better to hide than in plain sight? 
Superman managed to keep Lois Lane (an 
intrepid and fiercely intelligent journo) 

t unaware of his dual identity as Clark Kent 
primarily by wearing glasses (it's been 
suggested that he made his voice a bit 
weedier, and walked funny, but still). Just 
as nobody ever expects their best friend 
is the one stalking them, nobody ever 
thinks the speccy schlub writing a piece 
about Superman might be Superman. 


BORED? 

START AGAIN! 


Whenever comics creators get 
annoyed with the decisions 
they’ve made, they can just throw 
their hands up and go “Well, fuck 
this! Let’s start again!” That’s when 
you end up with reinventions and 
retconning (short for retroactive 
continuity, where it’s decided that 
how things happened 
wasn’t really how they 
happened, and actually, 
it happened like this). Without 
it, Superman wouldn’t be able 
to fly (originally, he could 
just “leap tall buildings in a 
single bound”). They also 
reinvent things to be 
more dangerous or 
fun. Nick Fury went 
from a grizzled white 
dude into Samuel 
L. Jackson, which is 
how he ended up 
in the films. 


Swamp Thing looks 
like a compost heap 
W with a sort-of face, or 
s* like a tramp slept in 
a cabbage patch and they all got 
stuck to him. However, he’s one 
powerful sonofabitch, in touch 
with all of the plant life on the 
planet as well as with the essence 
of the Earth itself (the great Alan 
Moore wrote it, and Alan Moore 
smokes a LOT of weed). So all the 
plants in the world are connected. 
And in Animal Man, all 
of life is connected. It's kind of like 
we’re - pass that over here bro - 
all one and shit. Dude. Duuuude. 


Most of your basic 


superpowers - 
strength, flight, 
super-smell - vaguely 
resemble those of 


some kind of animal. Superpowers 
also often necessitate disguising 
your identity, so what could be a 
better idea than naming yourself 
after an animal? They can be as 
specific or vague as you want - sure, 
Spider-Man gained his powers from 
a spider, so his name makes sense, 
but some really push it. Wolverine is 
primarily known for his admantium 
skeleton, pimpin’ sideburns and 
retractable claws, while the animals, 
wolverines, have normal bones and 
aren’t known for their facial hair. 


Both Wolverine and wolverines 


are little, hairy and aggressive, 
and sometimes that’s enough. 








Wolverine once explained 
that his badass healing 
factor meant he could 
smoke cigars without 
being affected by them 
healthwise. Well, he did 
until Marvel head honcho 
Joe Quesada brought in a 
no-smoking policy. Even 
though it’s a filthy habit, 
etc, the hairy bastard 
looked cool with a big fat 


stogie between his teeth - 
as did Nick Fury and The 
Comedian from Watchmen. 
John Constantine smoked 
himself into lung cancer, 
tricked demons into curing 
him, then went back to 
chaining all day.
